because he is used to it, having been a can- 
didate for many years past. Despite the 
enormous crowd there was no disturbance, 
every candidate had fair, play and there are 
no complaints. 


It was the biggest caucus in the history 


of the ward, and as fair as has ever been 
held. 


There were 1C74 ballots polled. 
Tbe counters started to work shortly 


after 10 o'clock and in just 12 hours their 
work was completed, for it "was a few min- 
utes past ten this morning when the final 
estilt was made known, 


As the fifties were counted it became 


ivident that Honest Joe Gormley was go- 
ng to poll a grand vote with Miskella and 
teynolrls sure winners, and Delehanty 
ind O'Neil fighting for fourth place. 


The light between Joseph Donohue and 


Mr. Gllbrlde waa sharp, and until near 
the eud it vras a good bet to take either 
man. 


Councilman Gormley's vote was stirpris- 


ngly largo and ia an eloquent tribute to 
the straight forward career in the council 
of that promising young man. He receiv- 
ed 1007 the largest number ever given in 
caucus in that ward, and Joe deserved all 
of them for a. cleaner or better qualified 
founts man for tho position could not be

"With reference to the retirement of tho 
treasury notes, tho treasurer says that, 
prior to August, 16QB, the treasury had 
been able to provide for the redemption of 
the treasury notes in silver dollars out of 
the holdings of free silver, so that there 
had not been up to that timo any impair- 
ment of the total amount of the silver 
fund accumulated under, tho act. 


On the 3d of that month, however, 


the silver dollars and bullion in tho treas-

States paper currency put into circulation 
during the year wns $350,93!), 100, having 
been exceeded but once— iu 1803.

The total 
paper circulation readied its highest point 
In May Inst, when it stood at 51, 175, 000,000. 
Since then there has been a Blight contrac- 
tion, caused chiefly by the gradual re- 
demption and retirement of gold certifi- 
cates, tho issue of which was suspondud, as 
the law requires, when the pold reservo of 
the treasury fell below $100,000,000. 


Recent operations 
of the treasury In 


preparing and distributing tlio supplies' of 
currency demanded by the public havo 
been conducted with much less difficulty

First I^oo Trade Measure, Fastfcd In 1846, 


I'roved a Success—Early Republicans 
Ffivored Free Raw Materials—What the 
Future Mny Bring Forth. 
It is qnito possible that the next tariff 


slmngo may bu made liko that of 1857 
—with tho consent of both parties aud 
3f all BoctionB. It ig -worth while to re- 
fill tho history of a period whieh it 
•er;niB not nulikely may be paralleled 
during the next few years. 


For :i generation after tho war of 


I b l 2 tho tariff was one of the chief is- 
sues in our polities, often for consider- 
able periods the question which divided 
parties. Iu 182-1 Clay carried through 
;he policy of what he called "the Amer- 
ican system," by which higher duties 
A'ere levied 011 imports than over before. 
In 11J28 the rates were inado still high- 
;r, Hiic.1 after some slight reductions in 
1832 and 1833 the policy of high pro- 
tection was again enforced in the tariff 
uf 1S42. 


In 
i 848 occurred tho first radical 


chniigo of turifl policy. In that year 
was pasaed what the protectionists styl- 
•jA "H free trade tariff," a measure 
Which substantially stripped duties on 
imparts of tb/jir high protective chnruc- 
rer. Tho pwitectioniHts had been volu- 
blci in their prophecies of ruin to tho 


i nation if finch a, me;i£ure, should bo pars- 
ed. Tho low tariff men declared that 
they wanted a, chance to apply the test 
of experieuca to their theory. A fall op- 
portunity VJUB given for tho application 
of this test. 


There is now no dispute that the ' 'fr«e 


trade tariff" of 1840 worked well. Even 
Mr. BUiino was constrained to odmit 
tho I'uot in his "Twenty Years of Con- 
gress. " After pomtiugovit that the Whig 
victory of 1848 was not decisive enough 
to Vcvrraut nny attempt to change tho 
tariff if there had beon n desire, he con- 
fesses thsit there was no dusiro. He pro- 
ceeds in his record of thi.H period as fol- 
lows: 


"Tho tariff of 1840 was yielding abuii- 


! dnnt revenue and the husiiiEjsg of the 
country was in a flourishing condition 
nt Uie tirao General Taylor's adininia- 
tralion was orguniaed. Money becrirne 
vary abundant after the year 
1S49. 


Largo enterprises were undertaken,spec- 
ulation was prevalent, and fora consid- 
erable period tho prosperity of the coun- 
try was general and apparently genuine. 
After 1852 tho Democrats had almost 
undisputed control of the government 
and had gradually become a free trndo 
party. The principles embodied in tho 
tariff of 184G seemed for tho time Lo bo 
so entirely viudieated nnd approved that 
resistance to it ceased not only among 
the people, but among the protective 
economists nod sveu among tho manu- 
facturers to a large extent. 
So general 


was this acquiescence that in 185U a 
protective tariff was nor, suggested or 
uven hinted by nuy ono of the threo par- 
ties which presented presidential candi- 
dates. It wivs not surprising, therefore, 
that %vith a plethoric condition o£ the 
national treasury for two or three con- 
secutive years tho Democratio congress, 
in the closing session of Picrco'.H admin- 
istration, enacted what has since been 
known as tbc tariff of 1857. 
By this 


law tlin duties woro planed lower than j 
they hud been at any time since the war 
of 1812. The act was well received uy 
the people and was indeed concurred 
in by a considerable portion of the Re- 
publican party." 


The low 
tariff 
tendencies of 
the 


Republican party in its enrly history 
could not bo more strikingly illustrated 
than by tho fact that after ten years 
of the "free trade tariff" of 1640 still 
lower duties -were voted for by both sen- 
ators from Massachusetts, Charles Sum- 
uer and Henry Wilson, as well us by 
Republican senators from other manu- 
facturing states like New Hampshire, 
Rhode island, Connecticut and New 
York. It was during the discussion of 
this measure in 1857 that Senator Wil- 
son made this defense of the policy of 
freeing raw materials, speaking partic- 
ularly of wool:

make no war upoii tho woolgrowers.

THE JAPS RKPUJjSKD AT PORT 


ARTHUR. 


Wounded Chinese are Without Medical 


Aid. 


SHANGHAI, Nov. 23. — The Chinese have 


lost the ilnest and most powerful vessel of 
tlu'ir navy, the gccat battleslup Chau- 
Yuen, which stood the brunt of the fight- 
Ing at Yaln. 


The Chen-Yuen, in leaving tho "Wol- 


Hfti-WeL harbor on the 18th insbant, acci- 
dentally struck 
a 
torpedo, 
Slie was 


beached, but was rendered useless for lack 
of docking facilities. In despair at tha 
catastrophe, tho commander, Commodore 
Lin, committed suicide. 


The Chon-Yuon was amagnlficent fight- 


ing machine. She WHH built in Europe in 
1882, and was of 7430 tons displacement. It 
would appear thftt the ship foil a victim to 
one of the torpedoes planted by the Chi- 
nese themselves to guard the entrance to 
AVel-HnL- Wei, which was the last of tho 
great naval strongholds of the empire, 
save Port Arthur, now tottering ibsolf. 


It was as well that Cow^odoro Lin 


commitLod suicide, for ho wo. 
' doubtless 


havo been, docapitated as the result of his 
error. 


This loss may deprive tho Chinese navy 


of its offensive power. There remains tho 
Ting- Yuen, another powerful battleship, 
and a fow lessor IroncJada, but without 
tho aid of tho Chen- Yuen they would 
lardly dare to makii im offensive cam- 
paign, and probably will remain ia^porfc to 
assist in the defense. 


Japanese Repulsed at Port Arthur. 


Beliable information from Port Arthur 


shows that' the first attack of tho Japimeye 
drove in the Chinese outposts. 
Three 


other attacks were subsequently made, 
out In each Instance tho Japanese were re- 
pulsed. Heavy nnd incessant firing has 
ueen going on since noon, Tuesday.

Japanese are landing additional troops. 
They warned a British vessel to clear, aa 
Sheir Ueet intended to bombard tho forts 
Wednesday. 


The Wounded Unattended. 


The efforts oH foreigners to reach tho 


Chinese wounded meet with small suc- 
cess. The woHJided Chinese mostly re- 
main at Simcnting, "between New-Chung 
and Moukden, the state of tho country 
preventing the Chinese medical staCf and 
the foreign volunteers from proceeding 
there. 


"Wounded stragglers have reached Mouk- 


den and New-Chang, and somo of thorn 
have even reached Tien-Tsin, where they 
hav e been attended to. But no succor 
has reached tho main body of -tho Chinesa 
wounded. All tho foreigners have evac- 
uated Moukden.

Tsin and Pekln ia occupied by Hounneso 
troops, and this locality ia becoming un- 
pleasant for travelers.

ratification of tho senate and of the Japan- 
ese government, the latter being almost 
beyond question.

$H a night, depending on locality nnd tho 
character of tho fiilit. Tho wearers of hirod 
dress suits include guests In hotels and 
visitors in the city who have unexpectedly 
found need cf a dress suit. Dress suits nro 
sent daily in tho Benson from this city to 
Brooklyn and I/ong Island, Hobuken, Jer- 
sey City and Staten Island and frequent- 
ly tu piuccs farther nway.

In 1848 occurred the first radical 


change of tariff policy. In that year 
was passed what the protectionists styl- 
Ed "a free trado tariff," a measura 
Which substantially stripped duties on 
imports o£ tl>eir high protective charac- 
ter. Tho pwJ'tectiouists had been volu- 
ble in their prophecies of rnin to the 
nation if such a measure should be pass- 
ed. The )ovc tariff men declared that 
they wanted a chanca to apply the test 
of experience! to their theory. A full op- 
portnnity v?aa given for the application 
of this test. 


There ia now no dispute that the "free 


trade tariff" of 1846 worked well. Even 
Mr. Blnine was constrained to admit 
tha fact in his "Twenty Years of Oon- 


Afterpointingontthattha Whig 


victory of 1848 was not decisive enongh 
to warrant any attempt to change tha 
tariff if tbere bad been a desire, he con- 
fesses that there was no desire. He pro- 
ceeds in MB record of this period as fol- 
lowa: 
* 


' 'The tariff of 1840 -was yielding atnn- 


tlant revenno and tho frajsiness of the 
country was in a flourishing condition 
at tbo time General Taylor's adminis- 
tration was organized, 
Money became 


very abundant after the year 1849. 
Large enterprises veera undertaken, spec- 
ulation was prsvalent, nnd fora oonsid- 
ernble period the prosperity of the coun- 
try was general and apparently genuine. 
After 1852 tbe Democrats bad almost 
undisputed conti'Ol of the government 
and had gradually become a free trade 
party. The principles embodied in tbe 
tariff of 1846 seemed for the time to be 
so entirely vindicated and approved that 
resistance to it ceased not only among 
the people, but among the protective 
economists aud even among the manu- 
facturers to a large extent. So general 
was this acquiescence that in 185B a 
protective tariff \vaa not suggested or 
even hinted by any ono of the tbree par- 
ties which presented presidential candi- 
dates. It was not surprising, therefore, 
that with a plethoric condition of the 
national treasury for two or three con- 
secutive years tbo Democratic congress, 
in the closing session of Pierce's admin- 
istration, enacted what has since been 
known as tbe tariff of 1857. By this 
law tlifl duties were placed lower than 
rimy had been at any timo since the war 
of 1812. Tho act was well received by 
thi' people and was indeed concurred 
in by a considerable portion of the Re- 
publican parry. " 


Tho low tariff tendencies of 
the 


Republican party in its early history 
could riotr'be more strikingly Illustrated 
thuu by the fact that after ten years 
of the '"'free trade tariff" of 1S4C still 
lower duties were voted for by both sen- 
Rtors from Massachusetts, Charles Sum- 
ner arid Henry Wilson, as well as uy 
Republican senators from other manu- 
facturing states like New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, Connecticut and New 
York.

dition of the treasury. 


The net ordinary revenues for the fiscal 


ycnr ending June SO, cunts omitted, wero 
5207,722,019, ft decrease of SSS.OUT/jQQ, aa 
compared with tho year before. The net 
ordinary expenditures were $567,525,1279, a 
decrease of $16,952,674. Including the pub- 
lic debt, the total receipts on all accounts 
wore $724,000,538, and tho expenditures 
$G(JS,908,652. 


At tho close of business on Juno 30, J93, 


thera stood on the books of the department, 
charged to the treasurer, a balance o£ 
B7EJB, 407,555. Adding to this .tlie receipts 
on Hll accounts gives $1,402,47-1,093 as tho 
total to be accounted IOT, and, deducting 
the expenditures, loaves a balance of £7(W,- 
605,540 on June 30, 1894. 


In addition to these balances, however, 


thure were other liabilities arising from 
tlio postal revenues, from disbursing1 offi- 
cers' funds and from other sources, which 
brought the total to 8770,0-10,808 at tho 
former date, and to $804,854,753 at the lat- 
ter, 


After setting aside the amounts treated 


as unavallablu, the principal of which are 
tho deposits made with tlie states under 
Jaw of .1836, there remained the sum of 
$746,538,656 In 1893, and the sum of $775,- 
810,559 in 1S04, represented by live assets 
in tho several offices of tho treasury and 
mint, together with deposits in national 
banks. 


Prior to July, 1893, tho gold reserve was 


bub little affected by •withdrawals of coin, 
thero never having been any considerable 
demand for the redemption of note3. To 
the end of September last, the total re- 
demptions of United States nates In gold 
sJnco the resumption of specie payments 
were 8181,300,000, and the total redemp- 
tion of treasury notes in gold from their 
flrsb issue were $08,500,000. 


Tho Uond Issues. 


The two important events of the ycnr 


affecting tho condition oi tho public debt 
-woro the issue of $50,000,000 of the u por 
cent bonds to replenish the gold reserve 
and tho stoppage of the purchase of silver 
bullion by tho Issuo of treasury notes. 
With referenda to the retirement of tho 
treasury notes, the treasurer says that, 
prior to August, 1893, tho treasury hml 
been ablo to provide for the redemption of 
the treasury notes in silver dollars out of 
the holdings of free silver, so that there 
had not been up to that time any impair- 
ment of the total amount of tlie silver 
fund accumulated under the act. 


On the 3d. of that munch, however, 


the silver dollars and bullion iu the treas- 
ury had beeomo reduced to the umnunt re- 
quired by law to be retained for the pay- 
ment of outstanding treasury notes and 
certificates, and tho demand for tho re- 
demption of notes continuing in conse- 
quence of tlie scarcity of small denomina- 
tions of currency, It became necessary to 
draw upon the dollars coined especially 
for that purpose. 


The silver fund being thus Impaired, the 


notes so reduced wore cancelled in order 
to preserve the required equality between, 
tho silver in tho treasury and the notes 
outstanding. The total amount of the 
notes retired in this wuy up to Oct. 31 was 
$4,790,43*. 


The amount of tlio new Issues of United 


Ettites paper currency put into circulation 
during the year was $350,959,190, having 
been oxceedod but once—in 1S9£. 
Tho 


amount of worn nnd mutilated notes re- 
deemed was $319,002,290. 
This .also has 


been exceeded but once—in 1S93. Tho total 
paper circulation reached its highest point 


| in May last, when it stood at $1.175,000,000. 
| Since then there has been a slight contrac- 


I tion, caused chiefly by the gradual re- 


demption and retirement of gold certifi- 
cates, the Issue of which was suspended, as 
the law requires, when the gold reserve of 
the treasury fell below $100,000,000. 


Recent operations of the treasury in 


preparing and distributing the supplies of 
currency demanded by the public havo 
been conducted with much less difficulty 
than formerly, the rsaaon bolng found lu 
the greater ease of the currency situation, 
A considerable share of the autumn de- 
mand for small notes has been supplied 
this season by the local bankers, without 
assistance either from their city corre- 
spondents or the treasury. 


Current frohl and silver coins of tha 


face value of 88,084,000 were deposited in 
tho mint during the year for recpinags, at 
a loss of $1^38,000 to the treasury from loss 
o£ weight by wear and abrasion. 


Of theso balances the gums of §584,593,- 


920 and ?(516,155,820, respectively, were on 
deposit for the redemption of outstanding 
certificates nnd treasury notes, leaving 
$161,944,736 anil $159,lo4,7;!9 as the balances 
on account oE the general fund. 


Revenues Were Short, 


The treasurer remarks that the impair- 


ment of the gold reserve rendering1 neces- 
sary the Issue of bonds in February was 
caused chiefly by the depletion of the 
treasury, 'resulting from insufficient rev- 
enues. Even when the supply of paper 
had become so reduced that the treasury 
was obliged to pay oub large sums of gold 


| in the ordinary disbursements, the coin 
| was freely returned in the revenues. 


Tho proceeds of this loan were $58,660,- 


000 in gold coin and certificates, but dur- 
ing the month of February there were re- 
deemed «19,£00,000- of notos in gold, pre- 
sumably to meet subscriptions to loan, so 
that tho net gold proceeds were about ¥30,- 
600,000.

offered to the public at par in exchange 
for gold or gold certificates.

obla sum of them have been distributed in 
that manner. The Isabella quarters in 
thp treasury are rehEuund for the requisi- 
mojja ot tho board oi lady managers or Lno 
exposition. 


The amount of counterfeit silver coins 


and fractional currency detested at tho 
offices of the treasury during the year was 
$10,500, an Increase of 1900 over the year 


Under the provisions of tho last Indian 


appropriation net, tho face value of cer- 
tain 
defaulted state bonds and stocks 


formerly belonging to ths Indian trust 
fund has been placed upon the books of 
the treasury to tlie cretdit of the several 
tribos3 to draw interest at the rate of 5 per 
cent, and the bonds and stocks havo be- 
come tlie. property of tho United States. 
There was an increase during the year oE 
81.552,250 in the face valuo of the "bonds 
held on account of the sinking funds oE 
the Pacific rivilroads, which amounted 011 
Juno 30 to SlS.yOO.OOO.
